DEBATE RULES 

Following the hearings，thbe 
House Rules Committee，chalred 
by Rep. Claude Pepper (了 -Flor- 
ida) will decide the type of rules to 
guide debate when theimmigration 
bill fnally reaches the house foor 
for a vote. 

An “open” rule would allow 
unlimited amendments from the 
foor Such an open rule was utilized 
in 1982 by Simpson/Mazzoll oppo- 
nents to defeat the Proposal. They 
offered over 400 amendments,，and 
thus prevented the measure form 
reachling a fnal vote， 

A“ “closed”rule would limit de- 
bate on the bill. This move could 
benefit the bills Supporters.

Chinatown; Adopts Asian Platform

NEW YORK CITY - On the 
eve of his best showing yet in a 
Democratic primary, the Reverend 
Jesse Jackson toured Chlinatown last 
9aturday,， marking the first tme a 
Presidential candidate has Visited 
thls comrnunlty. 

“Its great to be home with you 
today” Jackson told a crowd of over 
100 well-wishers on the steps of the 
Chinatown Senior Citizens” Center. 


“We have so much in common. We 


must stay together beyond this Tues- 
day”he said, referring to last week'?s 
NewYork state Primary. 


STRONG THIRD 

Jackson went on to fnish a 
strong third in that Primary，Win- 
ning 26% of the vote and a possible 
39 delegates. There was a lightr-to- 
regular voter turnout in Chinatown 
The 15$th Congressional districti 
Which includes Chinatown, was woD 
byWalter Mondale, who placed first 
in the Primary. 

In _ another major development， 
the Jackson campaign announced 
in a letter to Marion Yuen，his co- 
ordinator for-Asian Pacifc Ameri- 
can issues，that the candidate has 
endorsed an Asian Pacifc Ameri- 
can platform. He is the first of the 
three remaining Presidential candi- 
dates to adopt such a platform 

The major points of the plat- 
form call for an end to racial Vio- 
lence against Asian Americans and 
endorse bilingual education，afGr- 
mative action,， increased SerVices to 
Asian Pacifc American women, and 
redress/reparations for Japanese 
Ainericans. Other provVisions focus 
on small businesses and political 
representation. 

The Jackson campaign commmit- 
tee also indicated that the candidate 
advocates the Roybal immigration

While fnancial planning crosses 
“many，many disciplines:” Singer 
Stressed that there are Some areas 
in which fnancial planners should 
have some experience，including 
financial strategies，income tax, in- 
Vestments, and estate planning. 

To fnd a good financial planner， 
that is，one who has experience 志 
these fields，Singer suggested just 
to ask outright whbere thelir experi- 
ence jlies. Particujar areas to watch 
out for are income taxes and estate 
planning. 

“Those are the areas Where the 
knowledge is getting technical. You 
could potentialy cost [the clients] a 
lot of money 计 you make errors? 
cautioned the UCLA alumna.“Ask 
for referrals from past clients and 
get a Sample plan” Singer advised. 

COMPENSATION 

Another item to work out ahead 
of time is the method of compensa- 
tion for the fnancial plan. There 
are basicajlly three types ofpayment: 
fee only，commission only，and a 
combination of the two. 

In commission situations，the 
Planner will get money from the 
sale of various products，such as 
stocks and policies. Singer acknowl- 
edged that there could be a danger 
if the planner”s sole source of pay- 
ment comes from commissions be- 
catuse then there would be an in- 
centive to sell as many itemas to the 
client as possible. 

The argument against the fee- 
only arrangement，however is that 
those planners have no vested inter- 
est in making sure that the client's 
plan is implemented . 

Though there is no agreement 
among the planning community 
about which compensation plan 
Works best，the Dean Witter vice 
president stated，“the worst thing is 
to _ procrastinate and not do any- 
thing at all 2”

Goals can change dramatically 
depending on the age and:situation 
of the clients，she noted. For ex- 
ample, with a typical couple in their 
Imid-20s to mid-30s who have young 
children，Singer hypothesized that 
one of the Primary goals would be 
to make sure that the family is 
Provided for in case something hap- 
pens to them . 

Thefutureeducation ofthe chil- 
dren, Saving up to buy a house, and 
estate _ planning would be other 
Imajor objectives for that type of

Depending on how much they 
have to work with in assets，said 
Singem such a couple may not place 
an emphasis at all on retirement._ 

SAME PROCESS 

The fnancial goals for an older 
couple，ages 40-S50，for example， 
would most likely differ greatly， 
even though the general process is 
the same, the planner noted. 

“They? want a secure retire: 
ment; they may want to sell their 
existing house and buy a vacation 
home. Theie's estate planning, mak- 
ing gifts to grandchildren. Ibs usu- 
ally clear what the goals are [at that 
age]: comfortable retirement”she 
declared . 

“That's usually the paramount 
goal; anything else ls icing on the 
cake”A couple in this age range 
has probably been working for a 
whbile，has a home,，and their chil- 
dren are grown. 

In short, relterated Singer, fnan- 
cial planning looks at what assets 
you have,， what you want to accom- 
plish，and what you should do to 
make sure that you accomplish it，

More Housing, Disagree on What Kind

SAN FRANCISCO - Housing 
in Chinatown was the topic of the 

city planning department forum 
held 1last week，and whlle China- 
town residents and businesSsmen 
agreed on the need for more hous- 
ing, they disagreed on exactly what 
type of housing was needed. 

“We should discourage the 
btilding of low-income housing in 
the Chinatown core area and find 
other places for them [low-income 
people] to goj” stated George Jung， 
a SpOoKesperson for the Chinesee 91X 
Companies. 

愉 lot of people will spend 
Imoney to _ build moderate-income 
housing and anyone who wants to 
build luxury housing and condo- 
miniums we should encourage them 
so that we'll have a better-looking 
Chinatowny: he opined. 

NOT OPPOSED 

“Where wil they [low-income 
people]l live” Hunters Point，the 
Mission，the Richmond >” argued 
George Woo，a professor at an 
Erancisco State University “ITm not 
opposed to high-priced housing， 
but we ought to build some low- 
cost housing alongside of it;” he 
declared . 

“My mother is 83 years old and 
she doesmt Speak English. For 
her to move to the Richmond would 
be like a prison. She like many 
others，chooses to _ live in China- 
town: So its obvious that we need 
to preserve it Woo explained. 


“IT also do not agree with just - 


building housing for seniors，be- 
cause older people ought to live 
with younger people in order to 
keep in touch with the world，he 
added.

NEW YORK CITY -The for- 
mer workers at Hong Gung，30 
Powell Street, are charging thatthey 
have been discriminated against be- 
cause of their tinion activities，and 
some of their Supporters have initi- 
ated a boycott and picket against 
the Siu Lam 天 ung Restaurant， 
whose management purchased the 
Hong Gung:. 

According to a spokesperson for 
the Chinese Staff and Workers As- 
sociation，the former Hong Gung 
dining-room employees seek to get 
their jobs back when the new Man 
Wah Seafood Restaturant opens at 
the former Premises of the Hong 
Gung. 

Hong Gung has been < 
since January 1983, justtwo months 
after an independent Union Was 
formed: there. In March of that 
yeat the National Labor Relations 
Board issued a_ complaint against 
the management，charging them 
with unfair labor practices. The fed- 
eral agency Specifically clted the 
closure of the restaurant and the 
discharge of employees because of 
their union activities， 

When the former employees ap- 
proached the management of Siu 
Lam Kung to ask for their jobs 
back, they were told that they mnust
